Hinkle, who is a native of the up- 
per-end of this county, had been em ­ 
ployed as a railroad yard clerk for the 
Pennsylvania 
system at 
H arrisburg 
for the past eighteen years. 
While he 
made his home in Harrisburg, 
Mrs. 
Hinkle and her children lived with her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Starner. on a small 
farm near Mount Tabor. 
Hinkle paid 
frequent visits to his wife and child­ 
ren. 
Relatives in this county, this m orn­ 
ing, could give no reason for Hinkle’s 
actions.

intervening years. 
After fifty-two years in their first 
building, the present edifice on the op­ 
posite side of Middle street was dedi­ 
cated by Bishop E. S. Janes, on Feb­ 
ruary 8, 1874. 
The church had been 
erected at a cost of $12,500, at a time 
when the panic of 1873 was strongly 
felt, the membership small and mostly 
poor. 
A church historian, in writing 
of that time says: But too much can­ 
not be said in acknowledgment of the

All indications point to a first class 
game season for hunters throughout 
the State this year, if weather condi­ 
tions are at all favorable, the 
State 
Game Commission predicts in a sum­ 
mary prepared for those preparing to 
start out with the general opening of 
the hunting season a week from to­ 
day,—on November I. 
The summary 
asks sportsmen 
to 
help in securing observance of the law', 
declaring “every sportsman owes it to 
himself not only to obey the law him­ 
self but see to it that others do like­ 
wise.” 
The summary 
points out 
gunners 
must have a license and carry it, dis­ 
playing the tag on the outer garment 
in the middle of the back of the outer 
coat or garment. 
Sportsmen are ad­ 
vised to respect the rights of landown­ 
ers and are urged not to ask permis­ 
sion to gun on cultivated lands, wheth­ 
er posted or not. 
It is pointed out that shooting, ex­ 
cept for raccoons, is permitted only be­ 
tween sunrise and sunset. 
Thirty two 
counties are closed for various birds 
and animals and a list of these is ob­ 
tainable from the commisision or coun­ 
ty treasurers. 
As a means of preventing accidents 
warning is given against shooting at 
objects other than game. “ Don’t shoot 
until you are sure you are aiming at a 
legal game bird or animal—not your 
companion,” the warning says.
